RUSSIA IN KOREAN’ WATERS. 

' The world has become altogether ‘too 
well used to Rtissien diplomacy té disbe- 
lieve a credible stery ‘simple because it 
is officially dgnied from St, Petersburs. 
The story of the assemblage of a formi- 
dable Russian squadton in Korean wa- 
ters came from several sources at once, 
or rather through Beveral channels at 
once. And it ts not even denied plumply 
from St. Petersburg. It is only set forth 
that the officials at St. Peteraburg find 
it incredible. They“had better. “For the 
announcement of the jpresence of these 
Russian warships in a Korean port comes 
precisely at the same timé With the an- 
nouncement that the Czar has approved 
in outline of thé general conditions of an 
agreement reached by the Russian and 
Japanese negotiators in the Bast. It is, 
however, perfectly well understood that 
the Russian “ jingoes” disapprove any 
terms of peace which do not involve 
Russia's paramountcy in Korea as well 
as her “ specia] position” in Manchuria, 
that they believe she could make good 
her claim to both by arms, and that they 
would be glad’ to have the issue forced. 

Nothing, evidently, could. be better 
adapted for forcing it than the presence 
of Russian men-of-war in Korean wa- 
ters, backing up a Russian demand upon 
the Emperor of Korea to retract his 
consent to the opening of a Korean port 
to foreign trade. Asguredly Japan would 
not stand that. In case that has been 
doné,. the Rus#ian war party will’ very 
probably have got what it wanted. In 
resisting such & Russian demand, Japan 
will have the sympathy of all the trad- 
ing Powers, particularly including our- 
selves, since our only actual or possible 
interest in the Far Bast is commercial.

LOCAL TRANSPORTATION PROBLEMS 

On Tuesday of ‘this week the elevated 
railroads carried what a year ago would 
have been the impossible multitude of 
978,000 passengers. This. broke all pre- 
vious records, The- largest passenger 
movement in one day by the Manhattan 


system last year was 985,000. The mem- 


orable congestion of Dewey Day was the 
result of the movement of 830,000 pas- 
sengers. The great business of Tuesday 
last was handled with very much less 
inconvenience than attended the normal 
average travel before the application of 
electricity was accomplished. Indeed, 
few of those who traveled by the elevated 
line’ On Tuesday realized that the move- 
ment of that. day was in any way. excep- 
tional. It represents pretty nearly the 
capacity of the elevated lines, 

The opening of the subway will give a 
relief ‘which at best will be ‘extremely 
temporary. A city which is growing at 
the rate of 4 im population every 
ten years utilizes every means of 
conveyance which oan be provided, and 
within thrée months the subway will be 
congested. This fact'ts pertectly under;

Rapid Transit Commission, and plans for 
the extension of the system, and espe- 
cially for thé. duplication of north and 
south lines of repid

FOLIAGE ON THE BOULEVARD. 
The members of the West Side Asso- 

ciation still continue to manifest a grati- 
fying interest in the réplanting of trees 
along the Boulevard oven the subway. 
A meeting of women residents of the 
west side will be held on Friday evening 
to arratige a plan for tree planting in 
the smal) parks which have been estab- 
lished between and around the ventilat- 
ing shafts of the tunnel. 

Tt is to be regretted that the condi- 
tions are not such as to give promise that 
anything more impressive than bushes 
and shrubs would grow in the shallow 
baekfill over the subway excavation. 
Even for these it will be necessary to 
provide soil having some elements favor- 
able to the sustenance of plant life. Last 
Fall the small parks referred to were 
godded, and what has sined ‘happened to 
the sod should. give thé people of the 
west side tnterested in local improve- 
ments something {> think about which 
will repay effort. People having occa- 
sion to cross the Boulevard took the 
short cut and paid no attention to the 
newly iaid sod. The result has been that 
much of it is destroyed, and even the 
roots have beén so injured that the most 
to.be expected is a mangy growth of 
grass in the Spring here and there along 
the line. To preserve these small parks 
they must be inclosed with fences strong 
enough to compel the casual wayfarer to 
walk around them, and high enough to 
exclude the intrusive small boy. This 
will give the grass a chance to grow. In 
such inclosures very pretty shrubs and 
hardy flowering bushes may be so scat- 
tered as to make the venue very at- 
tractive, and even beautiful, without the 
impossible trees, But neither’ grass, 
bushes, nor trees can be preserved if the 
thoughtless multitude is permitted to 
fiake thoroughfares of these garden 
spots. The public interest is of no con- 
sequence as compared with the miomen- 
tary convenience of thé average citizen.

Peace Prize for W. R. Cremer—M, and 
Mme. Curie Get Part of the 
Prize for Physics. 


CHRISTIANIA, Dec. 10.—The Norw 
Parliament has awarded. the annual a Be 
Peace Prize of $89,150 to William R. Crem- 
er, M. P., publisher of The Arbitratc nod of 
London, for his work on behalf of in 
tional arbitration. 

The prize for physics is divided between 
Henri Becquerel of Norway and M: and 
Mme. Curie of Paris. 

The chemical prise goés to the Swedish 
Professor Arrhenius, the medical prize to 
Dr. Finsen of Denmark, and the prize for 
literature to Bjérnatjerne Bjérnson, the 
Norwegian poet and dramatist. 

PE sg prizes amount to about $40,000 

The formal distribution of the prizes took 
| lace this evening in the presence of the 
King and several members of the royal 
family. His Majesty présented the prizes, 
each of which was accompanied by a diplo- 
ma and a. gold medal, to Henri Beéquerel, 
Prot, Arrhenius, and M. Bijtrnson. . Dr. 
Fingen and M. and Mme. Curie were. ab- 
sent, but were represented by the Danish 
and French Ministers. 


William Randal Cremer, M. P., jis the 
founder of the inter-Parliamentary confer- 
ences, which have met since 188§ at. Paris, 
London, Rome, Berne, The Hague, Buda- 
pést, .Brussels, and Christiania: He took 
an active part in agitating for a-treaty of 
arbitration between Great Britain and the 
United States, visiting this coiintry three 
times and présenting memorials to the 
President and Congréss from members of 
the House of Commons in favor of such a 
treaty. 

For twenty-eight years Mr. Cremer has 
been Secretary of the International Arbi- 
tration League, and is editor and publisher 
of The Arbitrator, In ordér to advocate in- 
ternational arbitration he has visited every 
country of Burope.
